London. Seritember 2.3.— Prince Palatine’s easily 
won ,St. Leger was b.v precedent and value the out 
standing feature of the Doncaster September meet- 
ing. but not the only one. For instance, after White 
Star had won the Champagne Stakes in a tierce 
struggle with Mebaly there was and still is discus- 
sion of the prosiiect of his following the example of 
his brother Snnstar b.v winning next year’s Derby. 
Brothers Imve won the Derb.v and there is no reason 
why a reiietition of the incident may not b<‘ in pros- 
|)eet through White Star. He has onl.y been beaten 
once this year, that being in the Coventry Stak<*s at 
Ascot. He has won the Woodcotc Stakes at Epsom. 
July Stakes at Newmarket, Molecomb Stakes at 
G<H»dwiHHl and the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster. 
And, besides lH‘ing now’ the leader of the year as a 
money-winning tw’o-year-old, possesses a deciiiedly 
iKdter racing record than was to Snnstar’s credit at 
this time last .vear. Although aw’arding him a place 
among the g.aal two-year-olds of the year, critics 
have without exci'ption prcferreil otiicrs to him, 
rating Lomond, SweejM'r IL, Jingling Gcordie and 
several otliers his superiors, but witlmut giKHi ground 
b.v the l•om•lusive record of racing, he having beaten 
ab.out all of them at «»ne tlmi^ and aimther. Curi- 
ously enough, his victor.v in the Champagne Stakes 
was in ils result a repriMluction of the July Stuk ‘8 
at Newmarket, he defeating the American filly Mel- 
oily b.v a head on each occassion. .Melody is a nail- 
ing giM>d filly, but Lonl Falmouth’s eharniing and 
undefeated Belleisle s«*<*ms to be indisimtabl.v thi* b»‘st 
of lier sex and p ossibly the best tw’o-year-old of 1911. 
She is in stakes to lie run at Newmarket later on 
that will put the latter problem to a decisive test. 

Ante-post lietting on tlie Cesiirewitch and Cam- 
bridgesliiri* is now in full sw’iiig ami considerable 
has lx*en done. At present Mr. W. Astor’s Mirador. 
weighted favorably at 109 pounds, is a well-sntiportiMl 
favorite for the Cesai-ewitch at 100 to 14 against las 
chance. Willonyx, Martingale IL, Ignition, Dal- 
matian. C.ilmnbns. Bagotstowrn. Veriiey, M.arajax. 
Kilbroney. Fort. Cardinal Beaufort and Atmah are 
other horses that have been baeked to win the race. 
When the aeeeptanees for the Cambridgeshire were 
iMildished and betting lists established Hornet’s 
Beauty was at onee made the favorite at 10 to 1 
despite his heavy impost of 12o pounds. But pres- 
ently the Irish threc-y ear-old, Mahsiid, trained in 
the same stalde and given 10:> iHiiinds. came in for 
snltstantial backing. This created confusion and 
Hornet’s Iteauty lost ground In the betting and is 
now praeti<*all.y neglected at 100 to 8. In the mean- 
time the lightly weighted three yc*r-old Grammont. 
a buy <*olt by Fariman — Mar.v Hamilton and weight- 
ed at 94 pounds, won the Cleveland Plate at Don- 
caster on 8t. L«‘ger day from Feramorz, Radiancy. 
Knockfeerna and other smart racers in such easy 
fashion tliat he w’as si>eodily installed ns first choice 
in iilace of Hornet’s Beauty and having since l>een 
hacked to win .a fortune, is m»w’ a firm first choiei* 
at 100 to 9. Other horses hacked f«jr tlie Cam 
hridgeshire besides the trio mentioned are Ixmawand, 
liong Set, St. Nat. SunsiKit. Braxted, William Rex. 
Mnstapha. Rmhi'ster, Mushnxmi and BvandimintiiK*. 
St. Nat. 114 iHtunds. is reported to he thriving well, 
and was such a g<n4 tw<vyear-old last year that it 
will not la* at all surprising if liis present quotation 
of 20 tit 1 should be sharply cut ilown pn'sently. Tin* 
Ceasarewltoh W’ill lie run Octola'r 11 .while the Cam- 
hridgesliire will not Ih‘ decided until Octol»er 25. 

In conneeti^m with the winning jockeys the most 
striking and significant feature was the racing home 
together of jocke.vs from Franco for two of the lead- 
ing events in the Doncaster program — the Champagne* 
Stakes and tlie St. Leger. It will not be gainsaid 
that Stern and O’Neill are among the front-rank 
riilers of the <lay. and the finisii lietweon them for 
the great two- year-old race was a memorable inci- 
dent Df the sport on tlie Town .Moor. On Tuesday 
Stern just Iiad the better of O’Neill on the post, hut 
(V Neill t«>ok the higher hoimr the following day with 
a Iiollow win on Prince Palatine in the St. liOger. 

Tlie ra<*e for the Coronation Cup. ran at Yarmouth 
Thursday, resulted in a very popular victory for 
Braxted. The Stewards’ Clip winner had to put up 
145 |K)unds. Imt staying the mile right well scored 
in a canter, tliongh the verdict was only a half 
length. He was ridden b.v Winter, who has happily 
recov»*red from his Doncaster accident. Braxted lunl 
to conceile 30 pounds to Nerestan, on whom odds 
wer«‘ laid, hut the latter never looked like beating 
Sir Thomas Dewar’s colt. The performance of Brax- 
ted was altogether a gooil one. 

The Duke Devonshire has sustained a serious 
loss by the death of his most promising filly, Sylph- 
Ide. It appears that whilst the horse was proceeil- 
ing from Marliiorongli to Beekhampton, when re- 
turning from Derby, where she had run third to 
Polymela and Fruition in the Byrkley Maiden Plate. 
sh«‘ came into collisioh with a motor-car, and had a 
leg broken. Sh«* was subsequently destroyed. 

H. Randall, the well-known jockey, will give up 
riding at the close of tlie present season, and start 
as a trainer. Mr. J. B. Jwl. for whom he frequently 
ro«le at one time, will be sending him some liorses. 
and has askeil him to purchase a few promising 
yearlings on his liehalf.

With the passing of time the stalile accounts of 
the most successful owners are swelling into goodly 
sums, and in the < ase of the leader. Lord Derby, the 
t*»tal marks the nmst successful year of his honorable 
connection with the turf. With Swynford. Stedfast 
and others in his f»>rmidable stahle certain to add 
greatl.v to his stable earnings, it Is quite probable 
that when the fiat raeing season of 1911 comes to a 
close Lord Ih'rh.v will have scored one of the half 
dozen greatest aggregates on record to the credit of 
any winning owner for a single year. With two 
American owners. Messrs. James R. Keene and H.

The results of last week’s imiKirtaiit racing at 
Doncaster naturally enough have caused alterations 
in the order of merit of the principal winning stal- 
lions fur the current season. The victories of White 
Star in the Champagne Stakes and the Absurdity 
colt in a minor event onalile Sundridge to retain his 
premiership easily, with a commanding advantage* 
over the secoml horse. John o’ Gaunt, and the lat- 
ter’s prominent position now is threatened serlousl.v 
b.v the deDinct Persimmon, for wliom Prince Pala- 
tine captured the St. Leger so decisively njion the 
Town Moor. I’crsimmon has jumped tip several 
places since last Mondav, but even so he lan claim 
mtle superiority over his close relatives, the prolific 
Desmond, witli no fewer than eighteen winners of 
twenty-eight races, and William the Third. The 
heavil.v hacked first favorite. Bill and C<ki. credited 
the latter with the valuable Prince of Wales’ Nurs- 
ery over the Sandall Mile on the concluding after- 
noon of the Doncaster Meeting. Cyllenc’s record was 
improved substantially by Lemberg’s triumph in the 
Dimeaster Cup. and Hornet’s Beauty’s thirteenth suc- 
cess carries Treilennis well inside five figures. Oth- 
ers showing decided advance ai'C Fariman. Chaucer. 
St. Frusquin, Santoi, and Fowliugpieee, but Eager, 
.Vinerions, and Broomstick have dropiied out of the 
table for the time being, owing to their winning 
values falling below the $25,000 qualification neces- 
sary for inclusion.

R. F. Carman’s 
Starbottle was the rnniier-up. with the lightly- 
weighted Any Port third just in advance of T. M. 
Grwm. The latter maintained a fast pace during 
the first thr«‘e-qnarters, but Adams Express, had 
joekey A. Wrispen so ih‘sired, could have i»assed 
into the lead immediately after the start. Tlie 
jockey’s orders were to wait with the colt until 
the stretch w’as reached and the rider had his 
hands full in carrying them out, as the colt was 
decidedly unruly. He came with a rush when called 
on in the stretch and ‘ passed into the lead seem- 
ingly without much effort.

breeding of tlioroughlircds has acted as *a stimulant 
to the men who have spent time and money in pro- 
moting this once enormous industry only to see it 
dwindle to comparatively nothing becanse of wide- 
spread anti-racing legislation. 

Race riding has become a fed in the cavalry and 
artillery branches of Uncle Sam’s army because of 
the chances to displaj’ horsemanship at these hunt 
meetings. Ofllcers who can ride as well as profes 
sionul jockeys are increasing in numbers, while In 
due time they will l>e able to pilot army thorough 
broils as swift of foot as the racers belonging to pro- 
fessional turfmen. The quality of the horses that 
I'oinpete at these amateur meets has improved to a 
inarkcil degree since the closing of the big race- 
courses, so that every meeting attracts more entries 
of known merit than ever before. While gate money 
must be eharg«‘d by some of the amateur promoters 
to cover the amouut of the purses hung up for com- 
petition, other meetings are arranged at the expense 
of sp<*rtsmen who delight in liorseracing and do not 
care about deriving pecuniari' gain. 

Amateur racing has evidently come to stay. It is 
enexmraged and eontrolle<l by the Hunts Committee 
of the National Stet‘plechase and Hunt Association, 
eomposiMl of Charles K. Harrison. Jr., of Maryland, 
chairman: Fletcher Harper of New York, vice-chair- 
man: Frank J. Bryan of New York, secretary; James 
W. Graves of Virginia. William .M. Kerr of Pennsyl- 
vania. Charles Pfizer of New Jersey, Joseph W. Bur- 
den of New England. II. S. Page of New York, A 
Henry Higginson of Boston and Joseph E. Wldener 
of Philadelphia. Nearly fifty hunt clubs are enrolled 
and next year there will be many additions to the 
list. Good sport has lM*en enjoyed at private race- 
courses all the way from Boston to Savannah and as 
far west as Cleveland. 

The fall campaign now is under full headway and 
important events have been arranged until the first 
week in November. Joseph E. Widener, whose horses 
are racing in France, will hold the usual meeting at 
his private track, Elkins Park, Pa., tomorrow. Seven 
races will be run. On Friday five races will be run 
at Locust Valley, L. I., under the auspices of the 
Piping Rock Horse Show. 

The Ibisc Tree Fox Hunting Club will hold a two 
days session at Media, Pa., on October 12 and 14. 
seven races the first day and six the second, includ- 
ing stt'eplechases and events on the flat. The Great 
Neck Racing Association has a day’s sport scheduled 
for Great Neck, L. I., on October 21. The United 
Hunts Racing Association follows with the annual 
fall meeting at the Belmont Park Terminal course 
on October 28 and November 4, each date falling on 
Saturday. As usual, there will be events for army 
otticers and Government-owned thoronghbrotls, while 
the cross-country races will probably attract the 
best jumpt'rs in training. The amateur season will 
wind up at the same course pn November 7, when the 
Meadow Brook Steeplechase Association holds forth. 
In view of the success of all the meetings held this 
year it has been suggested that more events of this 
kind can l»e arrangeil next year.
